WASHINGTON, April 7 (®)— 
Senator Taft of Ohio declared to- 
day the. Republican - controlled 
Congress will disregard President 
Truman's ‘political timing” and 
cut both taxes and government 
expenses this year. 

Taft, who heads tne Senate Re- 
publican policy committee, told a 
reporter he regards as a “purely 
political statement” the Presi- 
dent's assertion in his Saturday 
night Jefferson Day address that 
the Republicans are headed to- 
ward “false economy.” 

“The President’s budget will be 
cut,” Taft said. “Estimated rev- 
enues are going to be larger. Taxes 
can be cut and a large surplus left 
to apply on the debt, for which 
the Democrats are suddenly much 
concerned after 14 years. 

“If we don’t cut taxes now,”’ the 
Ohio senator continued, ‘the 
spenders will soon find new ways 
to spend and spend and elect and 
elect.”

NRLB Has Power 
Over State Law 


WASHINGTON, April 7. (P)— 
The Supreme court ruled today 
the National Labor Relations act 
supersedes similar state acts. 

In the case bringing the ruling, 
the New York State Labor rela- 
tions board contended it had au- 
thority to require two steel cor- 
porations to recognize foremen’s 
unions. The corporations replied 
that since they were engaged in 
interstate commerce the National 
Labor Relations board alone had 
authority to determine bargain- 
ing units among their employes. 

The court agreed to review a 
California supreme court decision 
approving state seizure of two 





tracts of agricultural land in San 


Diego county which had been pur- 
chased by Japanese citizens. 
The state contended the Japan- 


ese purchasers, Kajiro Oyama and 


his wife, Kohide Oyama, violated 
the California Alien Land law

First In History 

The strike, first nation-wide

President Joseph A. Beirne of 
the National Federation of Tele- 
phone Workers (Ind.) officially 
announced the strike was on at 
5:55 A.M. (EST) (3:55 A.M. 
PST). 

The large urban areas of the 
East and Middlewest were hard- 


est hit, although New England 
was comparatively free of the 
strike.

The American Telephone and

The remainder 
are in other companies, mostly in 
small towns, whose lines are con- 
nected to the Bell system for long’ 
distance purposes.

Los Angeles 
Isolated 


LOS ANGELES (#) — Down- 
town Los Angeles lost contact 
with its far-flung environs by tele- 
phone today, as 11,238 office and 
maintenance workers went out on 
strike and 10,881 non-striking op- 
erators refused to cross picket 
lines in a separate dispute. 

Although 90 per cent of South- 
ern California's telephones are 
dial-equipped, half the calls from 
a metropolitan area encompassing 
the business and industrial dis- 
tricts and Hollywood cannot be 
dialed directly.
